THE CHARTER 

Aso resul\ of the public meeting of Satur 
day might last the terme of the propored 
cverter of the Edmonton district railway 
company ere pow before Ube ratepayere of 
the town. It is to be regretted that the 
policy of the weveral embers of the council 
in regard to the charter was not more dis- 
tinctly stated; but the opportanity wes 
aflorded them and and if they did not 
choose to avail themselves of it more folly 
they cannot complain if their positionsare not 
correctly understood. The important point 
regarding the charter is whether or not it 
ghall be under the control of the town. If 
it is to be absolutely under the control of the 
town, protective provisions which would 
otherwise be required are not needed. Bat 
if i. is not to be #0 controlled, then the in- 
teresta of the town require to be very care- 
fully guarded, in ot least the more im- 
portant particulars. Nothwithetanding the 
very broad assertions of the town solicitor 
ae Lo the immense advantages to the town 
of having no control over that which #0 im- 
mediately concerns it, the Buizetix will 
aseume the contrary, namely that it is in 
every way deswable that the town should 
have ae moch control as posible over en iv- 
stitution thet may either make or break i1— 
even ft ded mol pay & cont towards it;

But it may 
If the town only puts up $50,000 
capitalists put up $200,000 
should not they control’ Certainly under 
the terms of the charter they would have to, 
whether the control was exercised for the 
bevetit of the town or not. The trouble is 
that outsiders might easily secure contro! 
without putting up as much as the town. 
Supposing when the stock books are opened 
the town subscribes shares to the 
amount of $50,000, private parties sub- 
scribe shares to the amount of $60,000, On 
payment of the first call of ten per cent. on 
this amount, or 86,000, they would have 
control of the company. Of course the town 
would only have put up $5,000. The 
nine thousand dollars thus provided would 
not go very far towards building the road, 
and when it was exhausted we will suppose 
that the private shareholders did not care 
to put up any more money, and the work 
stopped. Then a miller of some kind came 
along and wanted to erect a mill in Edmon- 
ton provided Edmonton had the railway. 
Edmonton had not the railway and the pri- 
vate shareholders might say to the town. We 
don't care to go on with the work just now. 
If you want the mill you may put up the 
rest of the calls on your shares and we wil! 
shove the road along as far as that money 
will carry it, which will be far enough for 
you to get the mill. Thetown would have 
to submit, and put up ite $50,000 as against 
the private shareholders $6,000, and yet the 
private shareholders would have full control. 
This sort of business has been done before 
vith other towas and can be done as easily 
with Edmonton under the present charter, 
which, ae it contains no limit of tame for the 
completion of any part of the work, dis.

For it is easy to see that a station might be 
placed within the somewhat widespread 
limite of the municipality and still be 
further from the business centre and be 
more of a menace tothe established bus- 
iness of the place than the present station 
is. Itis not long since the C. & E. company 
undertook to play that very game in Cal- 
gary, aud were only headed off after a great 
deal of excitement and fluctuation of values 
had occurred. Of course if the town were 
going to control the company, a special pro- 
vision on this matter would not be necessary, 
but if the town is not going to control—and 
ander the present charter in the hands of 
the present conncil it certai:!y is not—the 
established business interests of the town 
eannot afford to tax themselves to the tune 
of $50,000 in order to establish a rival 
town on equal terms with themselves. 

Another matter in which the town should 

have protection in the terms of the charter, 
whether it pays a cent of bonus or not is in 
regard to rates. The town cannot afford to 
pay a higher rate over the link connecting it 
with the C. & E. line than is paid over any 
other equal distance on that line. To per- 
mit of a special rate over the proposed link 
would simply defeat the great object that 
we have in trying to get railway connection, 
namely the establishment of mills and 
elevators on this side of the river. If an 
extra rate for hauling across is allowed we 
will be in just the same position with the 
railway at we are without it, and we will be 
out $50,000. With the experience that we 
have every day ot the folly of the Dominion 
government in granting immense aid toa 
railway without retaining any control of 
the rates, the people of Edmonton cannot 
surely be persuaded todo the same thing 
thempelves. There are special reasons why 
we cannot afford to put ourselves at the 
mercy of any company in the matter of 
rates, The ©. & E. and C. P. R. companies 
which are so careless about railway extension 
in this quarter, may awaken any day to the 
possibility of speculation in a new town site 
on the Saskatchewan, and run a branch to 
some other point and boom a town there. 
They will be particularly likely to do this 
if Edmonton tangles iteelf up in such a way 
as to be at any disadvantage. It is because 
of this danger that we want the railway, 
but ifin getting it we hare to submit to 
rates and conditions that will throttle our 
busizess instead of helping it, we will only 
be hastening what we wish to avoid. 

That it will be worth $50,000 to the town 
to bave the railway if the points above 
mentioned can be properly guarded every- 
ove will agree, and in the opinion of the 
Bui.etin it would be far better for the 
town to vote the money asa straight bonus 
and have a straight agreement as to (1) 
limit of time for completion of connecting 
link (2) location of station,and (3) maximum 
ratesand minimum service, than to have the 
measure of control given by the holding of a 
minority of the shares—which is no control 
at all—and no other guarantee. 

It was said by some of the councillors on 
Saturday night that we had no alternative. 
That we must accept the terms held out in 
the charter or do without the railway. That 
the town could not provide the money ree 
quired and could not get sufficient outside 
capital on any other terms. While this state- 
ment was positively made not a breath of ex- 
planation was given as tothe probable ex- 
penditure required.
